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V. New claims 6 - 23 

It is respectfully submitted that new claims 6-23 are patentably distinct over the 
references cited by the Examiner. For instance, the references do not teach the use of a 
monolith for the direction of heat flow through a reactor tube in order to equalize a temperature 
profile across the reactor tube. There are also many other significant distinctions. 

VI. Conclusion 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully requests early allowance of claims 1 , 5, and
